Firemen 
from Engine Company 18, at 6810 
Clayton avenue, recovered the body.

He returned from Los, Angeles, 
where he had spent several yeere, 
last January, and, owing to the fact 
that there was not sufficient room 
at his mother's home, he took a room 
at 5579 Clemens avenue.
